Wiſedome 
therefore is better then ſtrength : and 
therefore this is one ſtrong reaſon why 
ſtrength ſhould not be boaſted of ſince 
wiſdom is denied. An other reaſõ may 
be this: ſtrenꝑth or force, be it equal to 
the ſtrength of a Lion or Elephant, yet 
it is but the ſtrength of fleſh, never the 
leſſe: and al fleſh is fraile, and ſubiect to 
fotle. When one cinot overcome, ma- 
ny may. Whom ſword cannot pearce, 
tot wil hom ſhot doth not hit, ſick- 
nes may arreſt, time ſurely , and death 
wi be ſure to make an ende of. Noe 
ſhould a man bee prowde of graſſe, of 
vapor, of ſmoake,ofa ſnadow, of a tale 
that is told, &c.whereto the whole life 
of man, and his glory, and conſequent- 
ly his ſttength & vigor, are compared?

him; allo and eſpeciallie touching his 
mercie, chat hee vvill gtaunte pat · 
don to the Penitents euen to 
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that eraue it ſor his Sons ſake, Nr late 
touching his bountie, that he wil ever 
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laſtinglie rewarde as manic, as are his, 
evenas manie, as belecue in his name. 
This is that faving knowledge, which 
the world knowerh not, neither is it re⸗ 
vealed by fleſh, and bloode, but hy the 
ſpirit of the father, which is in heauen. 
This is that knowledge vvhereof the 
Prophet Eſaie ſpeaketh: Bybu uomo. 
lage ſhall my righteous ſrræunt iuftifpt. 
many, for heſball beare their iniguities. 
This is that knowledge, that precious 
treaſure which ſo ſoone as a wiſe man 
findeth, for ioy thereof he departerh c 


ſellethᷣ all, that hee hath, ana buyeth ubs 
Feld. Brieflie this is that knowledge, in 


compariſon wherof S. Pan counted all 
things loſt, even dunge, that hee might 
know Chriſt, andthe vertue of his re- 
furrection, and the fellow hippe of his 
afflictions, and bee made conformable 
to his death. To conclude this is that 
knowledge, which whoſoever ſecketh 


ſoe- 


is wile, whoſoe ver getteth is rich, who. 
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ſoever keepeth is ſtrong, nay vertuous, 
nay happy,nay eve happiechappyhe: 
is in this world by faith, and happie in 
the world to come he ſhalbe by fruiri- 
on. This knowledge the Lorde vouch- 
ſafe to engraffe in them, that want it, & 
increaſe it inthe, that haue it, & make 
it fruitful in al: to the purging of our cõ 
ſciences in this life, & the ſaving of our 
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ſoules in the daie of our Lord leſus: to 


whom with the Father, and the bleſſed 
Spicit be al honor, and glory. Amen.
